PROHIBITION IN KANSAS. 


SweeplBf Chtraeter of the Amend- 


•fit Jast Atefted-Utter From 


Otrernor St. John. 


The amendment to the Constitution 


of Kansas, which has iuit been ndopt- 
«d bj the people bj a tote of 91,874 
yean to 84,037 najs, declarer that the 
manufacture and sale of intoxicating 
liquon shall be fore?er prohibited in 
th* 8t*te, except for medieinal, §cien- 
tifio and mechanical purposes. The to- 
tal wte for President at the wme elec- 
tion was 201,200, and the total Tote for 
the amendment 175,911. Governor St. 
John has written an inteusting letter 
to the Minneapolis (Minn.) Tribune git- 
ing the following information concern- 
ing the vote tod its effect: 


"The 
effect of the amendment just 


adopted in this State, upon what is 
known as the'Dram shop act,' will be 
to abrogate that portion ot the act au- 
thorizing the licensing of the sale of 
intoiicating liquors as IB beyerage, but 
leaves in full force the penalties im- 
poMd under the act for selling without 
B license. No doubt, however, but such 
additional laws will be passed by the 
next Legislature aa the good judgment 
of that body may deem necessary to a 
rigid enfordement of the_ prohibitory

tmendment. The city of Topeka, with 
•bout 17,000 population, gave 132 ma- 
jority for the amendment, and the rural 
districts in this county increased this 
majority to 650, while the cities of 
Lea Ten worth and Atchison, the popu- 
lation of etch varying but little from 
that of Topeka. gave very large major- 
ities against it. All the counties bor- 
dering on the State of Missouri, except 
the counties of Linn, Crawford and 
Cherokee, gave majorities against the 
amendment, while, as 'fl rule, the inte- 
rior counties gave majorities for it. The 
agricultural districts, wherever the prop- 
osition was fairly presented to the peo- 


ple, voted largely in its favor. 
The li- 


quor dealers in and outside of Kansas 
exhibited a very deep interest in the re- 
sult and rut torth a very determined 
and thoroughly organized effort and ex- 
pended large sums of money in trying 
to defeat the measure, but the people, 
without money, but with God on their 
side, crowned it with a good majority. 
The Republican State Convention wa» 
silent on the subject of temperance, 
while the Democratic Convention ta- 
bled a ^resolution 
condemning the 


amendment, Jbut indorsed the Cincin- 
nati platform, which opposes 'sutnptu- 
»ry' laws. A majority of the Republi- 
can press favored, while a large major- 
ity of |the Democratic press opposed, 
the measure. Vet it was not considered 
in any seme a partisan question, men of 
all parties supporting and opposing it. 
The class of Germans to whom you re- 
fer come here not to Germanize Kan- 
"jus, but to be American citizens, and to 
abide, as other people do, by the will of 
the majority. Quite a number of Ger- 
mans voted for the amendment.

THE GEORGIA BLUNDER. 


CLEVELAND, December 2.—Daring 


,he Twit of the Ohio Electors at Men- 
tor to-day in response to the address 
of Gen. Grosvenor, JGatfield addressed 
them aa follows : 


I am deeply grateful to you for this 


call and these personal and public con- 
jtatulations. If I were to look upon 
he late campaign and its results merely 
n the light of » personal struggle and 
i personal success, it would probably be 
ae gratifying as anything could be in 
the history of politics. If my own con- 
duct during the campaign has in any 
way been a help 'and strength to our 
cause I am glad. It is not aiways an 
easy thing to behave well. If under 
the trying circumstance* my behavior 
as a candidate for the Presidency has 
met your approval, I am greatly grati- 
fied. But the larger subjects [at your 
congratulations to the 'couatry on the 
triumph of the Republican party opens 
a theme to vast for me to enter upon 
now. 
I venture, however, to mention a 


reflection which has occurred to me in 
reference to the election of yesterday. 
I suppose that no political event has 
happened in all the course of the con- 
test since the early spring, which caused 
BO little excitement, and indeed so little 
observation as the Presidential election 
which was held yesterday at midday. 
The American people paid but little 
attention to the details of the real Pres- 
idential election, and for ja very signifi 
cant reason ; although you and all the 
members of the Electoral Colleges had 
absolute constitutional and technical 
right to vote for anybody you chose ;

From this thought I draw this lesson 
that when that omnipotent sovereign,the 
American people, speaks to one man 
and orders him to do his duty, that man 


may, 
under the most solemn obligations 


of duty, accept those that the God oi 
the universe might impose upon him 
Yesterday through your votes and the 
votes of others in the various States of 
the Union, it is probable the return 
will show that our great political sov- 
reign has laid his commands upon me 
If he has done so I am bound by his 
will and his great inspiration and pur- 
pose, as 1 could be bound by any con- 
sideration that this earth can impose 
upon any human being in that presence. 
Therefore I stated I am awed by the 
majesty and authority of such com- 
mand, 
[n so far as I can interpret the 


best aspirations and purposes of our 
august soveroign, I shall seek to real- 
ize them. 
You and I and those who 


have acted with us in years past believe 
that our sovereign loves liberty, and de- 
tires for all the inhabitants of the Re- 
public prosperity .under the sway of 
just and equal laws. Gentlemen, I 
thank you for this visit; for this wel- 
come ; for the suggestions that your 
presence and your words bring, anc 
hope that you have expressed, in the 
arduous and great work before us, we 
may maintain the standard of Nation- 
ality and promote all that is good ant 
worthy in this country ; and during the 
coming four years we may raise just as 
large a crop of peace, prosperity, jus 
tice, liberty and culture as it is possi 
ble for forty-nine millions to raise.
